County BOE approves FY2004 budget

The board had conducted two 
public budget hearings prior to 
the adoption of the budget, and 
Superintendent Dr. Linda 
Ingram said she recommended 
the adoption of the budget pend- 
ing adoption of the state budget. 

According to the adopted 
budget, school officials antici- 
pate total annual revenues of 
$13,197,662 and total expendi- 
tures of $13,411,851. 

The beginning balance on 
Oct, | will be $3,225,367 with 
the end balance on Sept. 30 
being $3,098,268. 

Of the total $13,197,662 in 
revenues, $8,827,356 is state 
Se 


funds, $1,740,716 is federal 
funds, $2,610,590 is local funds 
and $19,000 is from other 
sources. 

The $13,411,851 earmarked 
for expenditures is reached with 
$7,521,608 going towards
